Vaya Lake is located near Burgas Harbor to the northwest. Currently, 
the foregoing lake is used as a fishery. For years it is connected with 
the Black Sea by a narrow passage f^prordmately 3>^7 meters wide, 200 
to 250 meters long and 0,^ meters deep. The Isthmus is fordable along 
its entire length. Owing to congregation of sea san d and lake silt, the 

isthmus is frequently blocked conpletely. Therefore the 

isthmus was dredged to connect both bodies of water b7 civilian crew 
which worked for 20 days on the project, using shovels, vehicles and 
horse driven carts to haul the sand away.

As stated above, the lake is utilized exclusively as a fishery. Approxi- 
mately two hundred row boats, a small motor boat (to tow the row boats) 
and fishing craft are utilized. Vaya Lake is ice bound each winter for 
at least two months. The entire lake shore is accessible to civiliras

III. Coast Artillery 

Coast artillery in Bulgarian is known as ”M0RSKA BREOOVA ALTILEECA” . Apparently 
it comes under the navy inasmuch as the men in the foregoing service wear navy 
uniform, the same as the sailors of the Bulgarian War Navy (BUI/jARSKI TSERNCMORSKI 
FLOT) , only the inscription on the cap ribbon differs.
